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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 138-179 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 138 recites the limitation "the vehicle actuators" in line 10. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 139 recites the limitation " the smallest value" in line 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 142 recites the limitation "the temporal changes" in line 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 143 recites the limitation "the pedal positions" in line 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 147 recites the limitation "the motor vehicle actuators" in line 10. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 148 recites the limitation "the smallest acceleration value" in line 2. There 
is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 151 recites the limitation "the pedal positions" and "the driver" in line 10. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 153 recites the limitation "the signals" in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Claim 154 recites the limitation "the temporal changes of the weightings" in lines 
2-3. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 156 recites the limitation "the absolute speed" in line 5 and "the vehicle 
torque" in lines 6-7. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 163 recites the limitations "the motor vehicle speed, the engine speed, the 
throttle opening angle, the transmission gear ratio" in lines 3-4. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 164 recites the limitation "the nominal engine torque, the transmission gear 
ratio" in lines 3-4. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 165 recites the limitation "the pressure, the input variable" in lines 2-3. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 166 recites the limitation "the nominal motor vehicle torque, the nominal 
motor vehicle acceleration, the vehicle mass, the wheel radius" in lines 2-3. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 167 recites the limitation "the estimated speed" in line 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 168 recites the limitation "the nominal motor vehicle torque" in line 9; and 
"the acceleration and the deceleration" in line 11-12. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 176 recites the limitation "the motor vehicle speed, the engine speed, the 
throttle opening angle, the transmission gear ratio, the drive torque" in lines 2-4. There 
is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Claim 177 recites the limitation "the nominal engine torque, the transmission gear 
ratio, the drive torque" in lines 2-4. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this 
limitation in the claim. 

Claim 178 recites the limitation "the pressure" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 179 recites the limitation "the nominal torque vehicle torque, the vehicle 
mass, the wheel radius" in lines 2-3. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this 
limitation in the claim. 

Claims 140-141, 144-146149-150, 152, 155, 157-162, 169-175, are also rejected for 
incorporating the deficiencies of their base claim. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 138-179 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
